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.  '  Description— Travancore  (Mai.  Tiruvitankur,  Sans.  Sri- 
vardhanapuri,  the  placansvhere  the  goddess  of  prosperity  resides), 
the  southern  portion:  of  the  ancient  division  of  Kerala,  is  situated' 
between  8°  4'  and  10°  21'  North  L^itude  and  between  76°  13'  and 
77°  38' East  Longitude.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
State  of  Cochin  and  the  District  of  Coimbatore,  on  the 
east  by  the  Districts  of  Madura  and  Tinnevelly  and  on  the  south 
and  west  by  the  Indian  Ocean.  The  extreme  length  of  Travan- 
core  from  north  to  south  is  174  miles,  its  extreme  breadth  75 
miles  and  its  area  7,624*84  square  miles.  The  State  is  in  subsi¬ 
diary  alliance  with  the  British  Government  to  which  it  pays  an 
annual  tribute  of  Ks.  8,00,000.  Compared  with  other 
.  States,  it  is  more  than  five  times  the  size  of  Cochin  and  six 
times  that  of  PudukoUa.  It  is' above  seven-eighths  of  the  size 
of  Bavoda,  two-sevenths  of  Gwalior,  one-fourth  of  Mysore  and 
one-twelfths  of  Hyderabad  or  Kashmir',  It  is  smaller  than  the 
Principality  of.  "Walls  by  about  250  square  miles  and  bears  to 
England  and  Wales  together  the  proportion  of  one  to  eight- 

jghysical  Geography- — Travancore  is  one  of  the  most  pictur¬ 
esque  portions  of  Southern  India.  The  .mountains  which  sepa¬ 
rate  it  on  the  norjh  and  east  from  the  British  'districts  are 
clotted  with  magnificent  primeval  forests,  while  the  belt  of  flat 
country,  to  an  average  width  of  10  miles  inland  from  the  sea,  is 
covered  with  an  almost  unbroken  mass  of  coeoanut  palms  which 
in  a  great  measure  constitute  the  wealth  of  the  country.  The 
Whole  surface  is  .undulating,  and  presents  a  series  of  hills  and 
valleys,  traversed  from  past  to  west  by  numerous  rivers.  At.  the 
southerly  end  of  the  state  lies  Nanjanad,  with  its  clusters,  of 
houses*  palmyra  groves  and  extensive  paddy  fields,  resembling  in 
some  respects  the  neighbouring  District  of .  Tinnevelly 

■  '*  The  hill  scenery  has  peculiar  beauties,  among  which  ar? 
the  wild,  rocky  and  precipitous  acclivities  and  fantastic  forms 
of  the  mountains  in  the  southern  parts.  The  valleys  are  studded 
— Jifith  temples  and  Churches.  The  numerous  houses  and  gardens 
k  "^ered  over  the  cotmtry  give  it  an.appearance  entirely  different 
^  ^at  of  the  east'  coast  of  India,  ' 


The  hilly  i’eg-ion  is  very  extensive  and  is  a  marked  feature 
of  the  country.  The  mountains  possess  every  variety  of  climate 
and  vegetation  and  can  boast -oi  extensive  tea  and  rubber  plant¬ 
ations  run  both  by  Indian  and  European  agencies.  Their  ele¬ 
vation  :  differs  equally  widely,  the  loftiest  among  them,  the  . 
Anamudi  Peak  (8837  ft  above  sea  level)  being  the  highest  in 
India  next  to  the  Himalayas.  The  Cardamom  Hills,  with  an 
area  of  about  400  square  miles  and  an  elevation  of  about  3,500  ft., 
are  still  the  abode  of  the  elephant 'and  the  bison  and  are  the 
favourite  hunting  ground  of  world  renowned  sportsmen. 

The  climatic  variations  of  the  whole  of  India  iuay  on  a 
*ih»all  scale  be  experienced  in  Travancore,  though  a  warm 
humidity  is  one  of  the  special  features  of  its  climate.  On  some 
of  the  peaks,  the  pinching  oend  of  the  northern  regions  of 
Europe  may  be  felt  ;  lower  down,  on  an  elevation  ol'  between 
3,000  and  4,000  feet,  one  meets  with  the  bracing  temperature 
of. England,  while  a  cloudless  sky*with  a  clear  sun  marks  the 
cessation  of  the  heavy  monsoons.  jjTom  January  to  May  there  ; 
is  intense  and  oppressive  heat  which  at  times  becomes  so  in¬ 
tolerable  that  some  of  the  taluks  then  present  the  aspect  of  a 
true  equatorial  region.  * 

Numerous  rivers  rise  in  the  Ghats  and  flow  by  tortuous  ' 
courses,  through  high  banks  and  rocky  beds,,  into  the  backwaters 
and  the  sea.  Most  of  these  are  navigable  for  some  distance  in¬ 
land.  Thfe  most  important  of  tbese  rivers  is  the  Pcrii/ar  rising  in 
•  .the High  Binges,  which  after  a  course  of  142  miles  enters  the 
backwater  oh’  Kodungalloor  (Cranganore);'  A  portion  of  its 
enormous  discharge  of  water  is  now  diverted  into  Madura  by 
the  Periyar  waterworks.  The  next  in  importance  are  the  Famba  \ 
(90  '  miles),  •  the  Kalkida  (70  miles),  the  Kulakada{_ 70  miles), 
the  MmqttupUzlui  (02  miles),  the.  Ka.ramaha  (42  miles),  the 
Tliambraparni  (37  miles),  the  Neyyar,  the  MindehU,  ancf  the 
Vamanqpuram  (35  miles  each)  rivers.  The  Tliambraparni ^Iias  . 
been .  bunded  up  and  the  reservoir  so  formed  irrigates  am 
extent  of  about  70,000  aqres -of  wet  land  in  '  Naujanad. 

-  A  su&Qession  of  lagoons  or  backwaters,  connected  by  navi-  * 
gable  canals,  extends  along  the  coast,  almost  throughout  its  length 
forming  a  most  important  means  of  communication.  This 
system  of  water  communication  extends  from  Tirur,  in  British 
Malabar,  to  about  ‘20  miles  south  of  Trivandrum  ;  between  |he 
latter  place  and  Quilon,  there  rises  at  V&rkalay  a  high  promon* 
tory  of  land,  about  6  miles  in  breadth,  the  highest  portions  Of  . 
which  have  been  tunnelled  through  in  two  places  to  a  longth-'of  . 
over  a  mile,  while  the  remaining  portions  have  been  out 
into  a  cabal,  thus  making  the  lipe  of  water-  com mutffcaSom  : 
complete.  A  strip  of  land,  from  seven  miles  to  afcorif  half  a 
mile  wide,  separates  these  backwaters  from  the  sea.  /  ./There  are  4 
however  several  outlets  from  them  to  the  sea.  -The 'jj  jit  of  tS«^| 


country  has  teen  opened  up  by  a  net  work  of  roads  and  canals, 
and  in  central  and  south  Travaneore  there  is  a  mile  of  road  to 
almost  every  square  mile  of  country.  North  Travaneore  is 
however  not  so  well  served  by  roads  and  strenuous  efforts  are 
being  made  to  bring’  it  up  to  the  same  level  as  central  and  south 
Travaneore.  .  The  Cardamom  Hills  are  the  only  area  in  the 
''"'whole  State  that  have  not  yet  been  opened  up  for  wheeled  traffic. 
One  line,  of  Bailway  about  a  hundred  miles  in  length  now  cuts 
across  the  State  from  east  to  west  and  thence  runs  along  the  coast 
from  north  to  south  and  more  Bail  way  lines  are  in  coniempla- 
••  tion. 


Geology  of  Travaneore. — The  State  is  not  rich  in  such 
.  minerals  as  gold,  iron  or  precious  stones,  but  mica  exists  in 
sufficient  quantities  and  the  ^monozite  sands  of  south 
Travaneore  have  attracted  the  '  attention  of  the  world.  The 
lignite  of  the  Vafkalai  cliffs  and  the  Kaolin  deposits  scattered 
over  the  country  are  also  of  ^reat  promise. 

Population.— The  total  population  of  the  State  as  enumerated 
at  the  Census  of  1921  is  40,06,062.  Hinduism  is  the  predomi¬ 
nant  religion  of  the  State,  its  followers  constituting  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  population.  Christianity  ..which  was  es¬ 
tablished  in  the  land  in  the  first  centuary  of  the  Christian  era 
itself  comes  next  with  a  following  numbering  over  a  fourth  of 
the  entire  population.  The  Mabomedan  religion  claims,  aersixth 
of  the  population  and  its  adherents  rank  . numerically  the  third. 

In' point  of  education,  Travaneore  is  ahead  of  British  .India 
•  and  most  of  the  other  Native  States  and  maintains  the  position 
it  occupied  in  1901.  The  proportion  of  literates  works  up  to 
279  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Males  number  380  per  mille  of 
the  sex  and  females  171.  ■  • 

IMPOBTANT  TOWNS  AND  OTHEE  PLACES 
OF  INT.EEEST, 

Trivandrum.— This  town  forms  the  .  southern  terminus 
-■of  the  Travaneore  branch  of  the  South  Indian  .  Bailway. 

It  Is.  the  residence  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  and  the 
head  quarters  of  His  Government.  The  celebrated  pagoda 
of  Sri  Padmanabh as w am y  within  the  Fort  has  made  it  a 
.great  religious-  centre  and  attracts  pilgrims  from  all.  parts 
of  India.  The  Fort  and  its  neighbourhood  constitute  the  . 
most  crowded  part  of  the  town.  The  military  cantonment,  the 
Government  offices  and  other  public  buildings  and  the  residences 
of  the  upper  classes  are  picturesquely  situated  on  small 
eminences,, each  commanding  a  refreshing  .  scenery  of  .  verdure 
ail  around.  The  fowp  is  liberally  supplied  with  well-equipped  . 


colleges,  schools  and  hospitals.  There  is  a  well  laid-out  park, 

with  a  museum  and  a  menagerie.  The  seaport  is  at  Valiathurai, 
about  one  mile  from  the  town.  It  is  an  open  roadstead,  with 
deep  water  close  to  the  shore.  A  pier  for  the  landing  and  ship- 
ment  of  cargo,  500  feet  in  length,  and  fitted  with  two  steam 
derricks,  has  been  erected.  The  live  fathom  depth  line  is  about, . 
600  feet  off  the  end  of  the  pier,  but  steamers  anchor  in  1‘A',  fa¬ 
thoms,  4/10  of  a  mile,  off  shore.  It  is  a  port  ol:  call  for  coasting 
steamers  when  inducement  offers.  Twenty-two  miles  north  of 
Trivandrum  is  Varkala,  which  can  he  reached  by  the  South 
Indian  Kailway.  To  the  Hindu  pilgrim,  throughout  India,,  this 
place  is  known  as  “Janardanam”.  This  is  as  sacred  to  him  as 
Gaya  in  northern  India. 

Nagercoil. — Nagercoil  stands  within  7  miles  of  the  Aramboli 
Pass  through  which  runs  the  Tiigli  way  from  Tinnevellv  to  Tra- 
vancore,  and  is  the  only  important  town  south  of  the  < 'n.pital. 
With  Nagercoil  as  the  nucleus,  the  town  comprises  a  number  of 
villages  vie,  Kottar,  'Vadiveeswatam,  Oztmghanaeherri  and 
Vadaseri.  Of  these,  Kottar  and  Vadaseri  form  the  trading  and 
manufacturing  centres.  The  town  owes  much  of  its  improve¬ 
ment  and  its  position  to  the  efforts  of  the  Christian  Mis¬ 
sionaries. 

Ten  miles  to  the  south  of  the  town  is  Capo  Comorin.  This 
is  the  southern-most  point  of  India  and  is  a  famous  place  of  pil¬ 
grimage.  The  temple,  dedicated  to  the  Goddess  Baguvuthi 
(Virgin  Goddess),  is  also  a  place  of  archaeological  importance. 
There  are  churches  on  the  coast,  the  chief  of  which  is  the 
Boinan  Catholic  church  at  Kuinarimuttam. 

Colachel  is  the  southernmost  sea, -port  in  the  State  and  a 
port  of  call  for  coasting  steamers.  '  Sea-going  steamers  call  occa¬ 
sionally  to  load  monozite  and  palmyra  fibre  for  Europe.  In 
former  years,  Travancore  coffee  was  prepared  and  exported 
from  this  port,  but  this  trade  no  longer  exists.  There  is  a 
group  of  outlying  rocks  in  front  of  the  town  which  form  a 
partial  breakwater,  under  tile  shelter  of  which  landing  and 
shipping  operations  are  carried  on  from  the  beach.  Steamers 
anchor  in  7  fathoms  of  water  half  a  mile  off  the  shore.  Small 
vessels  anchor  in  about  5  fathoms  less  than  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  shore. 

Ten  miles  to  the  north  west  of  Nagercoil  is  the  Fort  of 
Udayagiri.  This  was  formerly  one  of  the  principal  military 
stations  of  the  State.  The  Fort  was  built  by  the  Dutch  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Travancore  forces,  D’Lunnoy,  and  is  built  of 
strong  granite  blocks  round  a  lofty  isolated  hill.  Tbs  tomb  of 
D’liannoy  still  stands  in  the  chapel  inside  it.  Padmanabhapuram 
which  was  once  the  capital  of  the  State  and  the  residence  of  the 
Maha  Kaj'a,  is  about  a  mile  to  the  north  west  of  this  Fort,  ' 


Shencotfah- — The  head  quarters  of  the  taluk  of  that  name 
lies  at  the  foot  of  the  Ghats  on  their  eastern  aspect.  The  main 
•road  that  runs  through  it  connects  the  British  town  of  Tinnevelly 
with  the  port  of  Quilon.  There  are  several  coffee  estates  in  its 
neighbourhood. 

This  is  the  first  railway  station  in  the  Travaneore  territory 
on  the  Tinnevlley-Trivandrum  line.  Within  a  distance  of 
three  miles  are  the  celebrated  Courtallam  falls  largely  used  as 
a  sanitarium  by  the  people  of  South  India  for  a  period  of  three 
or  four  months  from  June.  Midway  between  Shencottah  and 
Quilon  is  the  village  of  Punalore,  where  is  located  a  paper  mill 
constructed  years  ago.  The  paper  manufactured  from  this  mill 
is  largely  purchased  by  the  Governments  of  Madras  and 
Travaneore.  A  suspension  bridge  across  the  Kalladay  river  has 
been  constructed  here  many  years  back. 

Quilon- — Quilon  is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  and  one  of  the 
most  important  ports.  This  town  has  a  reef  of  rocks  for  its 
beach,  which  prevents  its  corrosion  by  sea  and  helps  the  ryot  to 
plant  cocoanut  trees  so  near  the  water’s  edge  that  their  shadows 
fall  on  the  beating  surf,  a  phenomenon  not  met  with  in  any 
other  point-  of  this  coast.  On  the  south  is.  the  beautiful  hay 
known  to  the  earliest  mariners  of  Europe  as  affording  a  perfect 
natural  protection  to  ships  in  the  worst  weather.  'With  the 
opening  of  the  railway,  Quilon  finds  herself  in  direct  and  easy 
communication  with  the  towns  of  the  Madras  Presidency  and  is 
likely  to  regain  her  former  position  as  an  important  commercial 
centre.  The  Palace  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja  stands  out 
boldly  into  the  eight-armed  lake,  known  as  the  Loch  Lomond  of. 
Travaneore.  Cotton -spinning  and  weaving  and  the  manufacture 
of  tiles  are  its  chief  industries.  The  sea-port  is  an  open  road- 
.  stead  situated  off  a  bight  in  the  coast  formed  by  the  Tangacherri 
point,  a  British  possession,  projecting  slightly  beyond  the  coast 
line.  During  the  fine  weather  period  from  September  till  May, 
vessels  can  anchor  in  the  inner  anchorage  in  4J  to  5  fathoms  of 
water,  4/10  of  a  mile  off  the  shore. 

Mavelikara.- — The  former  capital  .of  the  principality  of  that 
name  is  famous  in  Travaneore- history  as  the  place  where -Rama 
lyen  Dalawa,  the  minister  who  assisted  Maharaja  Martanda 
Varina  in  consolidating  Travaneore,  died.  The  remains  of  a 
large  fort,  about  two  miles  in  circumference,  could  still  be  seen. . 

Alleppey. — This  is  the  most  important  commercial  town  in 
the  State.  Open  to  foreign  trade  since  the  latter  part  of  the 
18th  century,  it  .has  long  been  the  premier  port  of  Travaneore, 
hud  has  become  an  important  trade,  and  industrial  centre,  having 
backwater  communication  with  the:  surrounding  country. 
The  manufacture  of  coir  matting  is  carried  on  extensively,  be¬ 
sides  hydraulic:  baling  of  coir  yarn  and  fibre  for  foreign  markets. 


Cocoanut  oil  mills  worked  by  steam  power  have  also  been 
established.  The  town  has  an  extensive  canal  system,  connected 
with  the  backwater,  which  affords  considerable  water  front¬ 
age-  of  immense  importance  to  merchants  and  transport  of 
goods-  As  a  sea-port,  Alleppey  owes  its  importance  to  a  mud- 
bank  off  the  coast,  which  renders  the  sea  smooth  for  ship¬ 
ping  operations,  though  it  shifts  its  position  occasionally.  It 
is  an  open  road-stead  with  good  holding  ground  of  sand 
and  mud.  It  has  a  pier  756  feet 'long,  fitted  with  three 
hand  cranes,  for  handling  cargo,  also  large,  god  own  accom¬ 
modation-.  The  port  is  closed  during  the  S.  W.  Monsoon, 
generally  from  about  the  15th  May  till  the  15th  September. 
Steamers,  however,  call  at  or  near  the  port  during  the  monsoon, 
when  weather  conditions  permit,  and  when  the  mud-bank  is 
sufficiently  developed  to  afford  Smooth  water  for  shipping 
operations,  as.  may  be  notified  by  the  Marine  Department. 
The  port  is  also  provided  with  a  light-house. 

Ambalapurtta—  Eight  miles  to  the  south  of  Alleppey  is 
Ainbalapuzha  which  was  once  the  capital  of  the  '  Ambalapuaha 
or  Chempakaseri  principality  annexed  to  Travancore  in  1754  by 
Maha  Raja  Martanda  Varma.  The  famous  temple  here  is  de¬ 
dicated  to  Sri  Krishna.  ' 

Vaikom.— Twenty-three  miles  to  the  north  of  Alleppey  is 
Vaikom  renowned  for  the  temple'  dedicated  to  Siva.  Pilgrims  visit 
this  place  from  many  parts  of  South  India  in  the  months  of 
March  and  December  every  year  on  the  occasion  of  the  Ashtami 
festival. 

Kottayam. — This  town,  situated  on  the  banks  of  tho  Mina- 
chil  river,  wae :  the  scene  of  the  labours  of  the  early  Anglican 
Missionaries  and  is  now  the  centre  of  the  Syrian  Christian  com¬ 
munity,  possessing  one  of  the  .most  ancient  Jlyrian  churches  in 
all' 'Malabar.  It  was  in  the  old  Syrian  Seminary  here  that 
English  education  was  first  imparted  in  Travancore.  At  pre¬ 
sent  there  is  a  second  grade  College  besides  other  educational 
institutions. 

Changanacherry. — This  town  was  once  the  capital  of  the 
principality  of.  Tekkmnkur.  It  possesses  the  grandest  Syro- 
Eoman  Church  on  the  Malabar  Coast.  One  of  the  important 
markets,  in  North  Travancore  is  held  here,  and  people  come  to 
it  from  all  pan$  of  the  country.  It  is  situated  on  the  main  cen- 
tral  road  that  connects  Trivandrum  with  Eriiakulam,  the  capital 
of  the  Cochin  State.  - 

Tiiiruvella. — This  is  another  town  of  importance  on  the 
main  central  road.  This  possesses  many  educational  institutions 
and  also  an  ancient  temple  said  to  have  been  founded  so  early 
as  84  B.-C, 


Sanitabia. 


Alwaye.— In  the  early  days  this  place  was  known  to  the 
Portuguese  as  Fiera’d  Alva.  It  is  now  a  station  on  the  Shoran- 
nur  Cochin  State  Railway.  It  is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 
Perivar  and  is  largely  frequented  as  a  health  resort  in  the 
summer  months.  Five  miles  from  here  is  the  village  of 
Kaladi,  the  birthplace  of  Sri  Sankaracharya. 

2.  Muthukuzhi  Vayal.—  This  is  a  sanitarium,  on  an  elevation 
of  about  4400  ft,  above  the  sea  level.  As  it  is  only  about  32 
miles  from  Nagercoil,  it  is  easily  available  to  the  people  of 
South  Travancore  and  the  neighbouring  District  of  Tinnevelly. 
It  is  believed,  in  days  of  yore,  the  people  dug  in  this  place  for 
pearls  and  other  precious  stones— though  it  is  not  known  how 
then-  labours  were  rewarded.  There  are  several  coffee  and  tea 
estates  m  the  neighbourhood.  The  sanitarium  cannot  however 
be  reached  except  by,a  steep  bridle  path. 

3.  Ponmudi— This  is  38  miles  to  the  north-east  of  Trivan¬ 
drum,  and  is -connected  with  Trivandrum  by  a  good  road  The 
sanitarium  is  about  3000  feet  above  sea  level.  There  are  a  few 
estates  here  growing  tea,  coffee  and  rubber, 

4.  Peermade. — About  50  miles  to  the  north-east  of  Kottayam 
is  Peermade,  an  important  sanitarium  in  Travancore.  It  is  also 
a  centre  of  coffee,  tea  and  rubber  industry.  Its  elevation  is  about 
4000  feet  above  sea  ievei. 


.  5.  Munnar  is  a  hill  station  about  5000  ft.  above  sea  level 
One  of  the  outlet  roads  leading  to  the  Madura  District  passes 
through  this  ihere  are  many  coffee,  tea  and  cardamom  estates 
owned  by  the  Kannan  Devan  Hills  Produce  Company  Ltd 
The  produce  of  these  estates  is  transported  to  the, '  plains 
by  an  Aerial  Ropery  rising  to  about  4000  ft.  This  rope- 
Y°,fed  b7  a  kl,:bine  driven  by  a  small  stream  at  the  foct 
ot ,,the  lulls  and  connects  at  .its  upper  end  with- a  tramway 
running  about  22  miles  from  Munnar.  In  consideration  of 
b-overnment  acquiring  and  handing  over,  under  the  Land  Ac¬ 
quisition  Act  the  land  required  for  the  rope-way,  the  company 
has  agreed  to  the  use  of  the  rope- way  by  the  general  public  oa 
payment  of  certain  fixed  charges.  1

Revised  Rules  passed  Dt  His'  Highness  the  Maha  Raja. 

OP  TRAVANCORE  REGARDING  THE  PAYMENT  OF  INTEREST  TO  THK 

Debenture  Bond  Holders,  the  transfer  of  Bonds,  etc., 
UNDER  DATE  THE  7TH  JULY  1921,  CORRESrONDING  TO  THE  24TII 
Mithdkam  1096. 

Enfacement  for  Payment  of  Interest. 

Interest  on  the  Government  Debenture  bonds  of  1091  M.  E.  is 
payable  at  the  Treasury  at  which  the  bonds  have  been  entheed  for 
payment:  Any  holder  desiring  payment  of  interest  at  any  ofcher 
Treasury  should  therefore  apply,  along  with  the  bond,  to  the  Finan¬ 
cial.  Secretary  to  Government,  either  direct  or  through  the  Treasury 
Officer  concerned. 

2:  The  Financial  Secretary  will  advise  the  Treasury  Officers  of 
the  issue  of  any  bonds  with  interest  payable  at  their  Treasuries  as 
also  the  transfers  and  cauoelments  of  any  such  bond.

level  with  the  rim.  The  quantity  of  water  used  to  fill  the  mea¬ 
sure  can  be  easily  ascertainedfrom  the  number  of  times  water 
was  poured  into  the  measure  from  the  special  vessels  and  from 
the  quantity  remaining  in  them.  The  quantity  of  water,  if  any, 
found  to  have  been  spilt  or  to  have  escaped  by  leakage  should  oc 
deducted  from  the  total  quantity  poured  out  from  the  special 
vessels.  The  remainder  represents  the  capacity  of  the  measure 
m  cubic  inches  of  water.  If  this  is  equal  to'the  established  cap- 
acity  of  the  standard,  measure  to  which  it  purports  to  correspond, 
the  measure  may  be  taken  to  be  correct  and  stamped  accord¬ 
ingly ;  otherwise  it  should  be  rejected. 


As  it  is  almost  impossible  to  pour  out  liquid  from  measures 
filled  to  the  brim,  without  spilling,  the  measures  used  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  should  be  special  vessels  made  with  a  narrow 
neck  and  broad  lip  for  pouring,  and  standardized  to  cubic  inches. 

C.  stamping  of  Weights  and.  Measures. . 

22.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rules  5  and  6  supra,  only 
those  measures  of  length  which  agree,  with  the  standard  yard 
measure  should  be  stamped.

IV.  Fees. 

24.  The  scale  of  fees  prescribed  for  stamping  weights  and' 
measures  is  given  in  Schedule  I;  but  the  Government  may  alter 
the  rates  from  time  to  time.  The  scale  will  be  so  regulated  that  the 
fees  realized  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  establishments 
necessary  for  stamping  purposes. 'The  establishment  and  other 
charges  of  each  year  should,  be  so  fixed  as  not  to  exceed  the  rece¬ 
ipts  of  that  year;  but  should  there  be  any  likelihood  of  a  deficit  at 
the  end  of  a  year,  application  for  a  special  allotment  should  be 
made  to  the  Government.  The  surplus  receipts,  if  any,  should  be 
credited  to  the  General  Revenue.  Every  Warden  shall  maintain 
a  register  of  weights  and  measures  stamped  and  the  fees 
collected. 

Note;— In  conducting  the  actual .  operation  of  testing,  the 
stamping  establishments:  should  carry  out  free,  of  extra  charge 
any  slight  adjustment,  that  may  be  found  necessary,  to  make  the 
weights  and  measures  perfectly  accurate,  care  however  being 
taken  not  to  attempt  at  corrections  within  the  province  of  skilled 
workmen.  •
